In most parts of the country it 


would be difficult to convince the 
nurserymen there that business was 
so slow for any one of them that a 
cut-price sale was necessary to move 
the stock on the retailer’s hands, such 
as balled, canned or bare-root plants. 
But while the building boom is con- 
tinuing at a heavy rate in most 
places, here and there the demand 
for nursery stock has abated to the 
point that real selling is needed, in- 
stead of just order taking. There is 
no question that a good many new- 
comers have entered the nursery 
business in the past few years since 
the war, and, unless demand can be 
maintained on a high level, less at- 
tractive forms of competition are 
almost sure to develop. 

It is easy to understand that.some 
of the newcomers may become pan- 
icky when their sales decline and 
merchandise remains unbought. 
They have not learned how to main- 
tain a clientele and, indeed, some of 
them have scarcely learned the rudi- 
ments of selling. So they early re- 
sort to cut prices in order to attract 
possible buyers. 

But experienced nurserymen have 
reason to know that slashing prices 
will not cure such hardships, but will 
only aggravate them. Before the 
newcomer has time to move his stock 
at cut prices, his competitors will 
have followed suit, and the only 
gainer will be the public. In fact, the 
public sometimes holds off buying 
when sensing a price war, in the hope 
that the merchandise may be ob- 
tained at still lower figures later. 

The term “price war” is used ad- 
visedly, because most price cutting 
has all the traits of a fist fight 
roused emotions, personal animosity 
and lack of thought or any wisdom 
whatever. The experienced nursery- 
man might be expected to supply 
some of the last-named. He might 
confer with the local price cutter 
and point out calmly the lessons of 
experience. If there is reason for real 
distress, due to poor financing or un- 
foreseen accidents, the experienced 
nurseryman may go further and be 
willing to lend a hand, along with

other experienced nurserymen in the 
locality, in order to rescue the new- 
comer and to avoid the losses in 
sales and in profits which an era of 
price cutting is certain to bring to 
all of them. 

But such distress is rarely the case, 
and most price cutting needs only 
the application of sanity and reason, 
with calmness of mind, to be shown 
as the poorer avenue of escape, 
whereas the application of energetic 
sales methods and real promotional 
activity can solve the problem of de- 
clining volume much more effec- 
tively. 


EMPLOYEES’ RATINGS 

Recently there has been going the 
rounds of business magazines, house 
organs and newspaper columns a set 
of questions to be put to the office o1 
store employee headed by the query, 
“Would you hire yourself?” The 
purpose of these questions is to 
awaken employees to the fact that 
their attitude toward their work and 
toward their fellow workers is im- 
portant to their advancement. 

Some employers have the facility 
of stimulating enthusiasm and _ pro- 
moting cooperation on the part of 
those who work for them, but many 
find this not so easy. The employees 
themselves, however, must make the 
necessary effort to develop interest 
in the things and persons around 
them. For their stimulation the series 
of questions may be found helpful 
and is as follows: 

Are you genuinely interested and 
enthusiastic about your job? 

Do you like te work with others 
in a team effort? 

Are you considered friendly and 
congenial with the people you work 
with? 

Are you trying to carry yout share 
of the group effort? 

Are you known as one who “‘sticks 
to the job”? 

Do you report to work on time 
regularly ? 

Do you carefully 
rules and regulations? 

Do you keep your personal ap- 
pearance as neat as possible ? 

Do you conscientiously promote 
safety on and off the job? 

Do you take your work problems 
directly to immediate supervision ? 

Does your work reflect neatness, 
accuracy and thoroughness? 

Are you eager to learn more about 
your job? 

Do you participate in community 
activities ?

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Are you anxious to help develop 
ways to make your job more pro- 
ductive ? 

Are you known as one who will 
lend a willing and helpful hand to 
another employee ? 

Incidentally, some of those per- 
sons who are in business for them- 
selves—chiefly for the satisfaction of

But now and then some unsuper- 
vised laborer not only spreads peat 
moss on the shrub borders or flower 
beds, but all over the house front as 
well. A careless operatol with a 
spray hose may leave things un- 
sightly, even though he cleans them 
of insects. Hasty workmen forget to 
rake up leaves or pick up twigs, so 
that the job which has been finished 
is depreciated by the resultant un- 
tidiness

Homeowners put up 
messes left by carpenters, 
cians, plasterers and other members 
of the building trades, because they 
seem to be left for the decorators 
that follow. Sometimes, however, the 
trouble of cleaning up after one of 
their jobs is such that the homeown- 
er thinks he may try to do it him- 
self the next time. So one sometimes 
wonders whether the do-it-yoursel! 
trend is not as much the result of in- 
considerate service as it is of th 
high cost of labor. 

As has been said, the purpose of 
the nurseryman and arborist is to 
improve the appearance of the home 
grounds, and their practices should 
be noticeably different from those o! 
the workmen who leave the premises 
littered with their rubbish on de- 
parting.

In spite of dire predictions on the part of some economists 
and actual setbacks in some lines of business, the nursery indus- 
try continues in an era of prosperity. This general conclusion 
may reasonably be drawn from the reports of fall wholesale 


Conditions throughout the industry are not uniform, how- 
ever, as a perusal of the reports will reveal. There are some 
nurseries, some areas where volume is not up from previous 
\ number of nurseries report unfavorable weather and 
its adverse effect on fall business. 

Problems involving labor and shipping are not generally 
being encountered. Most nurserymen feel that a strong demand 
for nursery stock will persist and that as a consequence prices 
will remain firm, or even edge upward for some kinds of stock. 
Optimism over future prospects is evident throughout the 


Reports of wholesale nurserymen follow. 








From the state of Connecticut, 
E. D. Robinson, E. D. Robinson 
Sales Agency, Wallingford, states 


that business has been good in the 
New England area. 

“The hurricanes did much damage 
in the east, but the nurseries in the 
Connecticut river valley did not sul- 
fer any severe injury to stock,” re- 
ports Mr. Robinson. “Sales have 
been good, in fact, much better than 
the supply of stock. This is particu- 
larly true in the case of balled and 
burlapped evergreens. 

“Prices are just about the same. 
A few items are down in price and a 
few items are up a bit, but on the 
whole, I would say that prices are 
just about stationary. 

“Shipping and labor problems are 
always with the nursery industry 
as well as with all other businesses,” 
concludes Mr. Robinson. “ I believe 
these problems are no worse than 
they were a year ago, and in some 
sections labor seems to be a bit more 
plentiful.” 

Business Better 

Charles S. Burr, C. R. Burr & Co., 
Manchester, Conn., reports that fall

“The weatherman has been with 
us and it has made a good planting 
season for the homeowner,” declares 
Mr. Burr. “There was a little slow- 
ing down in some spots because of

the necessity of cleaning up the hur- 
ricane damage. We believe the need 
for replacement of hurricane-dam- 
aged plants will be a stimulus to busi- 
ness next spring in the affected areas. 

“Unlike many sections of the 
country, we were blessed with a 
bountiful rainfall during our grow- 
ing season,” continues Mr. Burr. “It 
is particularly noticeable in the 
growth of shrubs. Shade and orna- 
mental trees, however, continue to 
be short. Fruit continue to 
move well, possibly because of the 
shortage of supply.” 

Mr. Burr makes the observation 
that it is becoming more and more 
evident to him that the retailer who 
is an aggressive merchant is “lead- 
ing the parade” in sales. 

“I think the tremendous do-it- 
yourself movement will provide a 
basis for more and more home land- 
scaping,” concludes Mr. Burr, “and 
most certainly the ‘Plant America’ 
program is being reflected in in- 
creased demand.” 

Another Connecticut nurseryman, 
R. H. Gardner, Rocky Hill, states 
that his firm has done 25 per cent 
more business this fall than during 
the fall of 1953 and that the over- 
all business for this year, spring and 
fall, will likewise 25 per 
cent advance over last year.

“We are also booked up heavily 
for next year,” continues Mr. Gard- 
ner. “Taxus seems to be the item 
most in demand and the supplies 
of this plant are holding up well. 


“I cannot visualize any drop in 
prices,” continues Mr. Gardner, 
“and at the same time, we do not 
anticipate increasing prices. I think 
the present outlook for the nursery 
business is bright, with the extensive 
building of new homes. Moreover, 
many of the new homes have been 
planted with somewhat inferior 
stock and the owners will probably 
want to replant during the next five 
or 10 years, thus providing a good 
replacement market for the indus- 
try.” 


Retail Strong, Wholesale Weaker 


Jackson & Perkins Co., Newark, 
N. Y., has had a mixed experience, 
according to Charles H. Perkins. 

“The retail business has been 
strong, with the wholesale business 
not quite so good,” reports Mr. Per- 
kins. “There has been a fairly good 
demand for all classes of stock, with 
evergreens and shade trees in espe- 
cially good demand. 

“Our labor problem has not been 
difficult. There seems to be plenty of 
good labor around, especially Puerto 
Ricans. Aside from the hurricane, 
which slowed up business for about 
a week, the weather has been beau- 
tiful. ‘ 
“As to the future, we believe that 
business for next spring looks most 
favorable. General business looks 
good and the tremendous amount of 
home building should result in a big 
demand for nursery stock. We see no 
reason for lowering any prices for 
the coming season. The drought 
throughout a good portion of the 
country has certainly cut down the 
amount of stock available in the up- 
per sizes and prices should hold 
firm.” 


Business Off in Philadelphia 


Charles B. Staton, Possum Hol- 
low Nurseries, Philadelphia, Pa., re- 
ports that business in the Philadel- 
phia area has been off during the 
fall, the decrease coming in large 
part as a result of the termination of 
government contracts with local 
heavy industry. He reports further, 
however, that the construction in- 
dustry continues to forge ahead to 
new levels of activity in all types 
of building, especially suburban 
homes, many of which are in great 
need of suitable landscaping. 

“A long and troublesome drought 
through the late spring and summet 


. 
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slowed normal growth on many 
items,” reports Mr. Staton, “al- 
though little stock was lost. Also, 
this area experienced a touch of 
what might have been a serious situ- 
ation, when hurricane Hazel roared 
past 100 miles to the west. There 
was no damage to local growers, but 
many fine old specimen trees were 
uprooted or mutilated, thus keeping 
arborists and landscape nurserymen 
on a round-the-clock schedule for 
wecks. 

“With more time available this 
fall, a number of nurserymen have 
made a good start on spring work 
by completing considerable lining 
out of young stock under ideal condi- 
tions,” declares Mr. Staton. “The 
continuing demand for good stock, 
especially such items as the better 
ilex, taxus, rhododendrons, pieris 
and azaleas, together with the more 
desirable flowering trees and shrubs, 
remains strong.” 


Fall Sales Satisfactory 


In neighboring New Jersey, Ger- 
ard Overdevest, Koster Nursery, 
Bridgeton, looks back favorably 
upon the sales of the past fall. 

“We were so busy digging plants, 
we did not do any transplanting, 
which proved to be a good break 
as the soil has been too dry for suc- 
cessful transplanting,” says Mr. 
Overdevest. 

“Hurricane Hazel left behind 
many unpleasant things in this area, 
including injury to plants, but we 
feel that by spring little evidence 
will remain of the effects of the hur- 
ricanc. We are hopeful that 1955 
will be as profitable a year as the 
one which is coming to an end.” 


New Record Established 


Harold J. Timmons, reporting for 
Buntings’ Nurseries, Selbyville, Del., 
reports that this year’s volume for 
the firm exceeds that which had 
been booked during the same period 
a year ago. Last year’s volume had in 
itself been a record and the firm is 
most optimistic concerning prospects 
for the spring season of 1955. 

“The dry weather in late summer 
and early fall in a part of the ter- 
ritory we serve resulted in a slack- 
ening of business,” states Mr. Tim- 
mons. “This was particularly true 
among operators of garden shops 
and roadside stands. These areas 
have had rain, however, and with 
ideal operating conditions during the 
month of October they all report an 
upsurge in business. 

“We have had no particular labor 
or shipping problems to contend 
with this fall. Our stock made excel-

DROUGHT HITS CAROLINA 


Nurserymen in South Carolina 
have been hit hard by the dry 
weathe1 plants are dying in th 
fields and little stock is being sold. 
according to R. B. Taylor, Gree 
Nursery, Greer, S. C. 

Mr. Taylor supplemented his ob- 
servation with a clipping from a 
Greenville, S. C., newspaper which 
states that parts of South Carolina 
are undergoing their worst drought 
in more than 25 years. Hundreds of 
wells are dry, lakes and reservoirs 
are at their lowest levels in history 
and agriculture is at a standstill 

It further states that trees have 
also been hit by the drought. with 
many dying and others being re- 
tarded in growth. Hardest hit ar 
the farmers, who are temporaril) 
out of business, with seasonal crop 
losses ranging from 35 to 65 pet 
cent and possibly more if the soil r 
mains too dry to plant winter pas- 
tures and grains.

“Progress Through Training” 
Theme of New York Festival 


By Robert J. Kessler 


With the theme, “Advancement 
Through Technical Training,” the 
eighth annual fall festival at the 
New York Agricultural and Techni- 
cal Institute, Alfred, N. Y., was held 
November 3 to 5, and attended by 
more than 2.500 visitors. ‘Twentvy- 
one major departments of the insti- 
tute set up exhibits and demonstra- 
tions illustrating their activities and 
studies. 

One of the festival highlights was 
the exhibit displayed by the students 
of the floriculture division. Occupy- 
ing half of the gymnasium, a full- 
scale informal 
structed. A low, native stone dry 
wall enclosed the garden and lined 
a path which led the visitor across 
a rustic bridge over a_ running 
stream. Here an entirely different 
scene was revealed in a_ formal 
shadow box against a black back- 
drop, in which floral arrangements 
were placed. 

Che plant materials utilized in th 
garden were mostly native types, 
gathered by the students studying in 
the production ( nursery-greenhous¢ 
curriculum, from the school nursery 
and countryside. 

Large plant groupings of aspen, 
Norway spruce, staghorn sumac, 
Austrian pine and larch supported 
by winterberry and winged cuony- 
mus, arrowwood, European cranber-

The American Association of 
Nurserymen has been joined in its 
opposition to the proposed revision 
of quarantine 37 by a number of 
other prominent agricultural organi- 
zations. Among these are the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation, Na- 
tional Grange, National Council of 
Farmer Cooperatives, National Ar- 
Association, United Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetable Association 
and the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange.

Expressions of protest have also 
been sent to the Department of Agri- 
culture by many plant pathologists, 
entomologists and other plant scien- 
tists affiliated with state and private 
organizations. Regional, state and 
local associations of nurserymen have 
joined the opposition to the revision, 
as have large numbers of individual 
nurserymen. 


The substance of the proposed 


amendment to the quarantine is that 
plants from foreign countries would 
be allowed entry into the United 
States when they arrive either grow- 
ing in, or properly packed in, ma- 
terials heretofore approved for pack- 
ing only materials such as sphag- 
num moss, ground peat and vermicu- 
lite. Opposition to the amendment 
is based on the premise that admis- 
sion of plants under the proposed 
conditions involves the risk of pest 
introduction.

The occasion arises now and again 
for every nurseryman to add cer- 
tain plants to his stock—plants that 
have interest several seasons of the 
year and are without serious insect 
or disease pests requiring frequent 
attention. In considering plants for 
purchase, the nurseryman should 
consider the needs and desires of 
the homeowner. 

The modern homeownce1 
lower-growing plants. He is becom- 
ing more and more interested in 
studying plants and is learning that 
it requires more labor to grow some 
plants than to grow others. Accord- 
ingly, he desires labor-saving plants, 
as well as low growers. 

There are many such trees and 
shrubs available today; therefore, 
each nurseryman should examine a 
reduced list of them to see if there 
are any which he might choose for 
his nursery. 

Nurserymen of the midwest, as 
well as New England and some of 
the eastern states, may well look 
into the possibilities of the follow- 
ing desirable plants, which are hardy 
in most parts of the area. 

Although buxus is not hardy 
in every part of northern United 
States, the convex-leaved Japanese 
holly, Ilex crenata convexa, should 
certainly not be overlooked, for it 
makes an excellent boxwood substi- 
tute and is considerably hardier. The

evergreen Ilex glabra is an excel- 
lent broad-leaved evergreen, service- 
able in many ways where it proves 
hardy. Some of the evergreen bar- 
berries, like Berberis verruculosa, are 
resistant to the black stem 
wheat and therefore can be sold. 
Both Pieris floribunda and P. ja- 
ponica are worth consideration as 
broad-leaved they 
usually flower regularly every spring,

even though in some situations they 
may be slightly susceptible to infes- 
tations of the lace wing fly. Juniper 
and taxus are of course familiar to 


every grower, and there are many 
good varieties available in each 
genus. Growers should familiarize 
themselves with these excellent 


groups of plants and grow the forms 
that are best for their areas. 


Large Variety of Deciduous Shrubs 


As for deciduous shrubs, there are 
many that might be chosen. Al- 
though the Japanese barberry is one 
of the most common nursery plants, 
it still exemplifies a group that is 
not susceptible to serious pest trou- 
bles and is of ornamental value every 
the year. Some of the 
shrubby dogwoods, such as Cornus 
mas, C. alba and C. stolonifera, are 
almost in the same class. They have 
good flowers, fruits, autumn 
and even attractive winter twigs.

it is not susceptible to fire blight o1 
the lace wing fly. The smokebush, 


Cotinus coggygria, has merit also, 
but the propagator should be certain 
to propagate asexually from good 
fruiting clones, otherwise the plants 
cannot be depended upon to produce 
the fluffy fruiting panicles which are 
so desirable. The Warminster broom, 
Cytisus praecox, is worth being con- 
sidered for sterile soils in the warm- 
er parts of the area, for it does well 
at Boston. 

The dwarf burning bush, Euony- 
alatus compactus, is not new 
by any means. It introduced 
about 1926, but is just now proving 
to be highly popular. who 
are growing it are finding that it 
can be used in ever-increasing quan- 
tities. ‘The witch hazels are all 
worthy of consideration, and the 
fothergilla, which is closely related 
to them, is most desirable, for it not 
only produces interesting and unique 
spring flowers but also exceptionally 
brilliant autumn color. 

The climbing hydrangea, Hydran- 
gea petiolaris, is hardy in most parts 
of the area and should be grown 
more widely. It is excellent for ram- 
bling over old stone piles, growing 
up stone or brick walls or even grow- 
ing on the trunks of tall trees, since 
it does not harm them. The bush 
honeysuckles are always dependable

Those 
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for flower and fruit, and Lonicera 
tatarica and its varieties are among 
the hardiest of woody shrubs. Nurs- 
erymen might well look into the pos- 
sibilities of growing some of the spe- 
cies roses, or as we often like to call 
them—the wild roses of the world— 
for among them will be found some 
excellent ornamentals that require 
surprisingly little attention. 

Viburnums are also always good 
in any garden, and the few listed 
are not the only ones that should 
be considered. Usually, it is only 
the European snowball that is trou- 
bled with plant lice, most of the oth- 
er species being pest-free. The yel- 
lowroot, Xanthorhiza simplicissima, 
is a native American found through- 
out the eastern United States, which 
makes an admirable ground cover 
plant. It grows rapidly by runners 
and reaches a height of about two 
feet, practically never needing any 
attention. 


Shorter Trees Chosen Today 


With homes being constructed 
lower than formerly, one must be 
careful in the choice of fine but 
large trees and also consider that 
some require years to reach a desir- 
able size. In a great many cases the 
present preference is for trees with 
an ultimate height of 30 to 35 feet. 
The trees listed here are not all 
small, but they do have one thing 
in common—that is, they have orna- 
mental interest at least two seasons 
of the year. 

The maples comprise a large and 
valuable group. Arnold Arboretum 
alone has 130 kinds. These vary 
greatly in height, form and leaf col- 
or in spring and fall. Of Japanese 
maples, red and green leaved, the 
variety Acer palmatum atropur- 
pureum is the hardiest. An interest- 
ing kind is the paperbark maple, 
Acer griseum. It is difficult to grow 
from seeds, but is most valuable 
for its interesting cherrylike bark. 
The columnar red and Norway ma- 
ples grow rapidly; the columnar 
sugar maple grows slowly. Schwed- 
ler maple is valued for its red foli- 
age, although the variety Crimson 
King is superior. Columnar forms 
of the red and sugar maples are 
becoming increasingly popular for 
planting on narrow streets. 

Of the hawthorns, Paul’s Scarlet 
is one of the best liked types in the 
United States. Usually it has few 
fruits. The native punctata is fine, 
as is the Washington thorn, with its 
good form, flowers, fruits and fall 
color.

Propagation 


Fall Seed 


Sowing 


By James S. Wells 


The importance of propagation 
from seeds tends to be overlooked 
sometimes in the preoccupation with 
methods of rooting cuttings, graft- 
ing and other more complicated ways 
of increasing plants, but to many 
nurserymen propagation from seeds 
is vitally important, and to every 
nurseryman it is of some concern. 
The average grower inclines to take 
for granted the production of plants 
from seeds, expecting a good stand 
each year; when this is not forth- 
coming he may feel aggrieved and 
blame the seeds or any factor othe 
than his lack of care and detailed 
knowledge of the plant concerned. 
The truth is that production of many 
plants from seeds is not quite so 
simple as one might presume. 

I was prompted to write on this 
subject by a visit made recently to 
the Nepco Lake Nursery, Port Ed- 
wards, Wis., where I was privileged 
to see one of the finest nurseries de- 
voted to the production of plants 
from seeds that I have yet witnessed. 
It is customary to speak well of any 
nursery that one may visit, but if 
things do not look too good one can 
at least remain silent. I should like 
to describe briefly the methods used 
at this nursery, because the results 
to be seen there were, in my opinion, 
far above average and worthy of 
the highest commendation. 

We were conducted around the 
nursery by the late Howard Ander- 
son, who explained his methods at 
some length. Preparation of the land 
was the first consideration. 

Che soil at Port Edwards is natu- 
rally light and sandy. To look at it 
one would presume that there was

little or no available plant food, but 
by careful preparation for one or two 
seasons ahead sufficient fertility can 
be built up to insure the proper de- 
velopment of the seedlings. 

As land becomes empty from fall 
and early spring shipments it is cut 
and harrowed and a heavy dressing 
of local sedge peat is spread over the 
surface. This peat is obtained from 
local sources, being dug from cran- 
berry bogs and similiar’ bog-like 
areas. 

This peat is purchased and stacked 
on the nursery some time ahead and 
when being stacked is fortified by 
the addition of 10-10-10 commercial 
fertilizer in amounts to provide ap- 
proximately 500 pounds to the acre. 
The fertilizer and peat mixture is 
turned once in the stack, and, finally, 
as the land becomes available, the 
fortified peat is spread at least one 
inch deep over the land. If available 
two or even three inches of peat 
is used to build up the humus con- 
tent of the sandy soil. After being 
thoroughly cut and harrowed in, the 
land is sown to a summer cover crop 
of Sudan grass, which is plowed 
under late in August. A mixture of 
sovbeans and Sudan grass is also 
used when further building of nitro- 
gen is desired. The summer covet 
crop is plowed under at this time to 
allow it to decompose before the 
land is required for sowing in Octo- 
ber. 


Weed Control 


May I digress for a moment to 
mention the value of pretreating 
with calcium cyanamide land to be 
used for seed sowing? It is a simple

procedure and one which I can rec- 
ommend with every confidence. 

To be effective, calcium cyana- 
mide must be applied to the land 
while soil temperatures are sufficient- 
ly high to induce germination of 
weed seeds; this usually means that 
about September | is the latest time 
that it can be used if the land is to be 
sown the same fall. All heavy culti- 
vations required to prepare the land 
for sowing should be completed be- 
fore applying the cyanamide. This 
would include plowing, cut harrow- 
ing and leveling if required. The 
land should be moist, and if it is dry 
it should be irrigated and allowed to 
stand for a week to induce seeds to 
commence germination. The cal- 
cium cyanamide can then be applied 
at the rate of 800 pounds to the acre 
and should be immediately cut har- 
rowed and mecker harrowed into the 
top three inches of soil. 

There are two grades of cyanam- 
ide, the granular form and a fine 
dust called aero cyanamide. Both can 
be used, but if conditions will allow 
I prefer to use the more finely di- 
vided aero grade as a more complete 
mixture with the soil particles is 
assured. Because of the extreme fine- 
ness of the aero grade it cannot be 
applied easily if the weather is 
windy, and in most cases some pro- 
tection of the distributor with sack- 
ing is required to insure an even 
drop of the dust as the machine 
passes over the land. 

After application immediate cut 
harrowing is important, and if a 
meeker harrow is used in tandem a 
fine, smooth and somewhat firm sur- 
face will result; this is ideal for the 
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cyanamide to do its work. At least 
one month is required for the cal- 
cium cyanamide to decompose, kill 
the weed seeds and change into a 
useful nitrogenous fertilizer, and this 
time may have to be extended if 
soil temperatures are low. If the 
cyanamide is applied about Septem- 
ber 1 the land should be fit to use 
by the end of the first week in Octo- 
ber. 


Eliminates Most Annual Weed Seeds 


A treatment of this kind will usu- 
ally result in the elimination of at 
least 80 per cent of the annual weed 
seeds from the top three inches of 
soil, but it will have little effect on 
stronger perennial weeds that may 
already be established in the ground. 
These, of course, should have been 
eradicated by careful cultivation 
prior to this time. The calcium cy- 
anamide also has only a moderate 
effect on some grasses, but, if applied 
correctly at the right time and with 
the soil suitably moist and warm, a 
great reduction and in 
a virtual elimination of such trouble- 
some weeds as chickweed will follow. 


some Cases 


I have also tried applying the 
cyanamide directly to the bed im- 
mediately prior to sowing dormant 
seeds of plants such as Cornus flor- 
ida in the late fall, with almost com- 
plete control of the weeds the fol- 
lowing spring. However, some de- 
crease in the size of the seedlings 
could also be seen, and I believe that 
best results can be obtained from 
treating the land for both fall and 
spring sowing in August or early 
September. It follows, of 
that once treated the land must not 
be replowed, for if the top three 
inches of soil is unduly disturbed 
a fresh batch of weed seeds will be 


course,

brought up from below and the er- 
roneous conclusion will be reached 
that the method does not work. 

If land is known to be heavily in- 
fested with weed seeds two treat- 
ments can be given in July, the first 
as described before; the land is then 
shallow plowed and a second treat- 
ment is applied to the newly ex- 
posed surface. In this way the soil 
to a depth of six inches or more can 
be made reasonably weed free, but 
a longer time should be allowed for 
the lower layer of cyanamide to de- 
compose. That is why it is suggested 
that the double treatment be ap- 
plied in July; by doing this at least 
two to two and one-half months 
can elapse before the land is pre- 
pared for sowing. 


Construction of Beds 


I now return to the procedures 
used at Nepco Lake Nursery. Early 
in October, land which has been 
plowed some six weeks earlier is 
cut harrowed and leveled in prepa- 
ration for the construction of the 
beds. These are marked out and 
edged with light lumber, a_proce- 
dure which Mr. Anderson felt would 
insure clean, workmanlike — beds. 
That he achieved this result was 
clear, yet I believe that this proce- 
dure was to some extent influenced 
by the ready availability of lumber. 
Beyond protecting the edge of the 
beds and making the whole appear- 
ance neat and clean, this lumber 
edging appeared to serve no pur- 
pose, and, while I certainly subscribe 
to this method if lumber is freely 
available, I believe that the lumber 
edging could be eliminated without 
detriment to the seedlings. Once the 
beds have been set out with this edg- 
ing, which extends only an inch or 





Shades 
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two into the ground, the beds are 
rototilled and finally lightly raked 
and rolled to prepare them for sow- 
ing. 

Sowing the Seeds 

Most of the seeds with which the 
Nepco Lake Nursery is concerned 
are coniferous tree 
of which even sowing is needed for 
good stands of regular, uniform seed- 
lings. The seeds are of course tested 
by cutting, and the rate of sowing 
according to the estimated 
germination; once this rate has been 
determined sowing commences. It 
is done with a small Scott lawn grass 
seeder, and the illustration will 
show the process clearly. The seeder 
is slightly less than half the width 
of the beds, and for most seeds, such 
as Scotch pine, with an estimated 
germination of 85 per cent, it is set 
on No. 6. 

The use of this seeder assures an 
even sowing of seeds, far more even 
that most men can achieve by hand. 
One of the aspects of the Nepco 
Lake Nursery which was particular- 
ly noticeable was the extraordinary 
evenness with which the seeds had 
been sown and had germinated. In 
some beds it almost looked as if each 
seed had been set in place individ- 
ually, every one being carefully and 
regularly spaced from its neighbor. 

The Scott seeder sows one side of 
the bed and on the return trip sows 
the second half. One passage up and 
down each bed almost, but not quite, 
covers the bed with seeds. There is 
a small gap of perhaps three inches 
in the center of the bed which is 
not covered. This strip is left un- 
sown, and it serves two useful pur- 
poses. 

First, as Mr. Anderson pointed 
out and as most growers will know,

the seedlings are always larger on 
the edge of the bed. He argued, why 
not have four edges instead of two 
and thus increase the number of ex- 
tra-large seedlings? Second, | this 
small strip allows weeding personnel 
to place one foot in the center of the 
bed without damaging the plants 
and thus enables the work of weed- 
ing to proceed rapidly and with ease. 
Immediately after sowing, the beds 
are covered with clean sand to a 
depth of one half to two thirds of an 
inch. The seeds are not pressed into 
the ground in any way prior to the 
application of this sand, but im- 
mediately after it is applied the bed 
is rolled to consolidate both sand and 
seeds. 

An excellent machine is used for 
the application of this sand, one 
which I have not seen anywhere

Wisconsin Nursery Pioneer 


Celebrates 90th Birthday 


Memories of pioneer Wisconsin 
days were revived when her 90th 
birthday was celebrated, November 
1, by Mrs.. Martha Pinney, mother 
of Thomas and Clarence Pinney, 
owners of the Evergreen Nursery 
Co., Sturgeon Bay, Wis.; John J. 
Pinney, partner in the Willis Nurs- 
ery Co., Ottawa, Kan., and Mrs. 
William Tallman, Marcellus, N. Y. 
More than 165 relatives and friends 
from four states attended the recep- 
tion given in her honor at her home 
at Sturgeon Bay. 

Mrs. Pinney’s connection with the 
nursery business began 65 years ago, 
when, as Miss Martha Kingston, 
fresh from business college, she went 
from Milwaukee to Sturgeon Bay in 
1889 to become a stenographer for 
George Pinney, later her -father-in- 
law. The details of that long, cold 
ride in December, the last 40 miles 
of which, from Green Bay, were 
made by horse-drawn stagecoach, 
are still vivid in Mrs. Pinney’s mem- 
ory. . 

The nursery had been founded by 
George Pinney as a means of aug- 
menting his income as a Methodist 
minister. A graduate of Hiram Col- 
lege, in Ohio, and a classmate of 
President James A. Garfield, Mr. 
Pinney went to Wisconsin in 1864. 
Door county, a peninsula in Lake 
Michigan, was remote and sparsely 
settled at the time, and the nursery 
stock had to be shipped out by an 
occasional steamer. 


In 1875 he purchased 160 acres of 


wild land about three miles from 
Sturgeon Bay, which he cleared and 
converted into the nursery which has 
been known since 1894 as the Ever- 
green Nursery Co. 

By 1889 Evergreen, as the nursery 
community was known, had grown 
to include the owner’s large brick 
house and a 2-story building which 
housed the storage cellar, office, 
printing quarters, store and post of- 
fice. There were also a blacksmith 
shop, a seed house, a barn and a 
tenant house. 

In 1887 George Pinney was ap- 
pointed postmaster at Evergreen by 
President Cleveland, a move made 
desirable by the heavy correspond- 
ence and the large number of money 
orders received from his wholesale 
mail-order business. 


Collected Stock First Sold 

At first all of the nursery stock 
sold by George Pinney was collected 
stock. Seedlings of white pine, white 
spruce, hemlock, American §arbor- 
vitae, balsam fir, white birch, sugar 
maple, American beech and Ameri- 
can linden grew thick in the sur- 
rounding forest. Men and boys were 
employed to pull them and were 
paid by the thousand. The seedlings 
were not graded, but were shipped 
just as they came in from the woods. 

In the 70’s and 80's, when the 
prairies were being rapidly settled, 
many tree claims were filed unde: 
the federal timber act. There was 
a big demand for tree seedlings to 
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satisfy the tree-planting require- 
ments of the timber claims. Seed- 
lings were also required in large 
amounts for planting windbreaks, 
shelterbelts and wood lots on the 
open prairies. 

George Pinney shipped millions of 
wild seedlings to Kansas, Nebraska 
and the Dakotas. Cottonwood was 
the tree most in demand. At one time 
he had a branch at Ellsworth, Kan., 
to care for the western business. 

As the demand for evergreen seed- 
lings grew, George Pinney began to 
grow the native species from seeds 
Norway spruce, Scotch and Austrian 
pines and European larch were im- 
ported in large numbers from Eu- 
rope, arriving in gigantic round bas- 
kets woven from willow withes. 

At a time when evergreens were 
used only sparingly for ornamental 
planting, George Pinney assembled 
a large collection of varieties from 
all over the world. At the 1893 
world’s fair in Chicago he was 
awarded the gold medal for the best 
display of evergreens. 

In 1892 Miss Kingston resigned 
her position at the nursery to marry 
John J. Pinney, son of George Pin- 
ney. At that time her husband was 
publishing a trade paper called the 
Ornamental and Forest Tree Grow- 
er. This was discontinued when he 
started a weekly newspaper in Stur- 
geon Bay known as the Door County 
Democrat. This publication was late: 
merged with the Door County Advo- 
cate and is still being published. 

Upon the death of Mrs. Pinney’s 
father-in-law, in 1894, her husband 
bought the nursery from the heirs 
and the name was changed to the 
Evergreen Nursery Co. Because John 
Pinney was primarily interested in 
the publishing business, the nursery 
was continued as a side line for the 
next 15 years. 

When her husband died in 1909, 
Mrs. Pinney was forced to decide 
between the newspaper and the 
nursery as the better means of sup- 
porting her five young children. She 
chose the latter. During the next 20 
years she built it up so that it fur- 
nished a good livelihood and a means 
of educating her family. 

Although her sons Tom and Clar- 
ence eventually took over the active 
management of the business and 
operate it today as partners, Mrs. 
Pinney continues to take a keen in- 
terest in the progress of the nursery.

I should 
expect it to grow readily from soft 
cuttings, taken in June and July, 
in an outdoor frame, if it follows the 
pattern of most shrubby St.-John’s- 
worts. 


Plume Poppy 


I have no personal interest in old 
Dr. Bocconi or whoever it was that 
bore the name which the botanists 
dropped when they picked the name, 
macleaya, for the plume poppy, but 
I do wish the botanists would let 
nurserymen alone after they are set 
in their ways and names. It seems 
to me that a name like Bocconia 
cordata, which has been in general 
use for a long time, should be al- 
lowed to stand. However, nursery- 
men are told to call it Macleaya 
cordata. Perhaps they should be 
happy with the knowledge that some 
systematist cannot take the common 
name, plume poppy, from them. 

Not all common names are so apt- 
ly descriptive of their bearers as is 
plume poppy, when applied to this 
Japanese plant. A casual glance may 
not reveal, as will a critical study, 
the characters that put the plant in 
the poppy family, but even a glance, 
when the plant is in flower or fruit, 
will show where plume comes from 

The plant has much garden value, 
not only in the wild garden, where 
it is often relegated, but also as a 
specimen plant on the lawn. Given 
a rich soil and water in dry weather, 
it will give, as a lawn plant, the 
much-desired tropical effect to a 
higher degree and with less trouble 
than most hardy plants. It should, 
under generous treatment, make 
luxuriant growth to a height of eight 
feet, with a background of large, 
glaucous, heart-shaped leaves, truly 
tropical in appearance. It is also 
useful when used in large masses in 
the shrub border. Although it comes 
from China and Japan, it is extreme- 
ly hardy, standing at least 35 de- 
grees Fahrenheit below zero here, 
without serious consequences. 

Its worst fault is a determined 
desire to inhabit the entire land- 
scape in which it finds a footing, but 
it may be held in check by removal 
of the suckers every spring. That 
practice also gives the main shoots 
a better chance to make maximum 
growth, which is usually desirable in 
plants of its kind. It also provides 
for an increase of stock.

Valeriana 


At one time I had quite a collec- 
tion of valerians, though not near 
the total of 265 species which the 
botanists say make up the genus. But 
the ones that were here taught me 
several things, including the fact 
that one cannot always take an- 
other’s appraisal of a plant as bind- 
ing for one’s likes and dislikes or as 
applying to his growing conditions. 
Thus, if a person paid too much at- 
tention to what others say, as Far- 
rer’s dictum that “large valerians 
have hardly any attraction at all, 
even for the wild garden,” he would 
miss the useful, fragrant garden 
heliotrope, V. officinalis. He would 
also miss some good little ones, if he 
took too seriously the same writer’s 
opinion on the alpines, when he 
wrote, after rhapsodizing over V. 
supina (seldom available), “V. su- 
pina is not only the one species of 
the race which the rock garden pos- 
itively needs, but would always, il 
every race, be accounted a treasure.” 
Actually, I found several (supina 
never was in our garden, so far as I 
now recall, and I do not find it in 
my notes) small ones in addition to 
garden heliotrope, which I have 
loved since childhood, of garden val- 
ue, one of which I should like to 
mention now. 


It may be because I do not travel 
so much as I formerly did, but | 
never have seen Valeriana rotundi- 
folia in an American garden or nurs- 
ery, and an unsuccessful search ol 
a most complete catalog file makes 
me think it is a stranger. The only 
reference found to the plant was 
a brief note in an amateur publica- 
tion, in which it was made synony- 
mous with V. globularaefolia. That 
can scarcely be true, however, if 
what we had under the latter label 
was the real thing, for globularac- 
folia, a Spanish plant, I believe 
reaches no more than four inches 
tall, while our present plant may 
reach twice that height and its round 
leaves do not fit the ovate leaves of 
globularaefolia. Be that as it may. 
V. rotundifolia, which comes from 
the Alps, I believe, is a pleasant lit- 
tle plant for a sunny plain in the 
rock garden or for an edging along 
a patch or border, where it will add

flowers and a sweet odor to the June 
scene. It does well in light soil which 
has been enriched with leaf mold. 

Just in case nurserymen are abl 
to find seeds of V. supina, mentioned 
before, it may be well to let Farre1 
tell what to expect. “It is not a com- 
mon species,” he writes, “but may 
be found in cool damp slopes of 
broken soil and scree and mud, in 
the high places of the eastern ranges 

. making wide packed masses of 
small, dark, oval leaves, fringed with 
fine hair, and virtually toothless at 
the edges. These are almost hidden 
from view by the profusion, in sum- 
mer, of almost stemless heads, loose 
and well arranged, of comparatively 
large and solid and distinct flowers 
of a waxy, pearl pinkness and the 
most entrancing fragrance.” 


Nemastylis Acuta 


As usually understood, nemastylis 
is composed of three closely related 
species confined to the southwestern 
states, none of which is completely 
hardy here in northern Michigan. 
I have tried several times to natural- 
ize them in protected spots, but the 
first exceptionally cold winter, with- 
out much snow, takes them. The 
only one that we could ever count 
on at all was Nemastylis acuta, and 
I should expect it to be permanent, 
if bulbs from the northern part of 
its range in Kansas were available. 

The genus belongs to the iris fam- 
ily, the species mentioned growing 
from a brownish, scaly bulb about an 
inch long, with two to six grasslike 
root leaves up to a foot or more in 
length and a simple or branched 
stem, which may reach as tall as 10 
inches. Each spathe carries up to 
five flowers, made up of six sky-blue 
segments, opening out flat, making 
a flower two inches or more in di- 
ameter. Its habit of opening one 
flower per stem at a time makes a 
longer blooming season than one 
would expect from a plant of that 
kind—a period that covers 20 days 
or more, if both old and young bulbs 
are included in the planting. 

Mere words cannot convey the 
beauty of this plant, nor am I abk 
to picture its charm. But it can be 
said that it is one of the loveliest of 
southwestern natives known to m« 
and that it deserves far more atten- 
tion from gardeners than it ever has 
had. The only drawbacks to its 
popularity that I can see are its 
tenderness to cold, which may be 
overcome by propagating from 
northern stock, and reputed cultural 
difficulties. It is said by some writ- 
ers to require a heavy, clay soil, but 
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trials here indicated that the need 
for constant moisture during its 
growing season is of more impor- 
tance than character of soil. In any 
event, it bloomed beautifully here 
in pots in a light, alkaline soil, as well 
as in pots of heavy clay, with no ap- 
parent difference in behavior so long 
as its moisture needs were satisfied. 
We did not try to propagate the 
plant, but, judging from its connec- 
tions and make-up, I should expect 
seedage to be the best method. 


Golden Marguerite 


I was interested in the experience 
of a neighborhood grower on the 
outskirts of an Ohio city, of 30,000 
population, which I visited the past 
summer. Much of his summer in- 
come is found in cut flowers, which 
he sells locally and on the wholesale 
market in a nearby large city. Ex- 
cepting sweet peas, which he grows 
in large quantities, he find the golden 
marguerite, Anthemis tinctoria, his 
most important summer item. He 
has grown variety Moonlight with 
much satisfaction for several years 
and this year has added Grallagh 
Gold, the new golden yellow of 
much promise. The latter has every 
appearance of being an _ excellent 
addition to the list of summer bloom- 
ers, both as a border plant and for 
cutting. 


That is no more than one would 
expect from any golden marguerite 
that is worthy of naming, but the 
present plant has more than ordinary 
merit. First, the large (two inches o1 
more), golden-yellow daisies are 
produced in abundance from June 
into September. (I saw a planting in 
late August that reminded me of the 
June performance of the type; it had 
been kept closely cut and irrigated, 
of course.) It seems to be a vigorous 
grower (two and one-half feet) and, 
like others of its kind, of ironclad 
hardiness. Also like others of its 
kind, the cut flowers are most in- 
destructible, lasting two to three 
weeks in a cut state. It looks like a 
winner. 


Grape Hyacinths 


I wish I had the background for 
a thorough discussion of the 45 or 
more species of grape hyacinths 
which are said to exist along the 
Mediterranean from Spain to its 
eastern end and on into the Caucasus 
mountains. I might not know much 
more about their names than I do 
now (confusion is apparently ram- 
pant even among the botanists, and 
catalogs are usually in a sad state 
but I should have enjoyed much 
beauty which has so far been denied

me. Because my experience has not 
extended far beyond the usual run 
of kinds, including Muscari botry- 
oides, M. comosum, M. paradoxum, 
M. moschatum, M. neglectum, the 
variety Heavenly Blue (whatever it 
may represent) and the pretty, lit- 
tle starch hyacinth, M. racemosum, 
I cannot attempt a full discussion of 
the subject, but I should like to point 
out the fact that the genus holds 
much promise of profits for a few 
growers who will make the effort to 
supply the American market with the 
little-known kinds. It might not pay 
too handsomely at first, though I be- 
lieve that it would eventually bring 
one ample financial rewards, and it 
would surely advance horticultural 
knowledge. 


LILY NEMATODE CONTROL 


Dr. Harold Jensen, Oregon State 
College nematologist, recently con- 
ducted a series of dips and hot-water 
treatments designed to control nema- 
todes in lily planting stock. Some 
of the bulbs were forced in the green- 
houses and others were grown in th 
fields. Some results are as follows: 

1) The hot-water treatments and 
root-pruning experiments were ap- 
parently equally successful in green- 
house trials through forcing time 
under prevailing greenhouse condi- 
tions. All plants were about the 
same size, bloomed at the same time, 
had the same number of blooms and 
the same size of root systems. (2 
Soaks and dips showed some prom- 
ise, but are too hazardous to recom- 
mend at the present time. 

3) Various hot-water treatments 
show promise, but are no more ef- 
fective than root pruning. (4) Ac- 
cording to these trials, root pruning 
will remove about 86 per cent of the 
nematodes. It appears that the last 
14 per cent will survive in spite of 
all treatments tried. (5) On the basis 
of these trials, a root pruning as 
close to the basal plates as possibk 
followed by a Spergon dip of stand- 
ard concentration is the best recom- 
mendation which can be given at the 
present time, according to Dr. Jen- 


sen.

Aesculus Turbinata 


Che Japanese horse chestnut, Aes- 
culus turbinata, is a tree as large as 
or a little larger than the common 
horse chestnut, Aesculus hippocas- 
tanum, and of much the same shape. 
It has been less commonly grown 
than the common horse chestnut, 
probably because of its less attrac- 
tive flowers. It is a native of Japan 
and was introduced before 1880. 

The generic name, aesculus, is the 
ancient Latin name of an oak and 
the species name, turbinata, refers 
to the pear or top-shape of the fruit. 

The leaves are palmately com- 
pound, with five to seven leaflets that 
are eight to 14 inches long. The 
leaves of the common horse chest- 
nut are about three fourths of this 
size. The leaflets of the Japanese 
horse chestnut are glaucescent be- 
neath. The terminal buds are sticky, 
as with the common horse chest- 
nut. 

The flowers are somewhat smaller 
than those of Aesculus hippocasta- 
num and are yellowish white with 
a red spot. The flowers are in bloom 
in late May or early June. The 
fruit is broadly pear-shaped and up 
to two inches across. The bur is 
warty. 

The Japanese horse chestnut is 
hardy in zone 5 of Rehder, should 
be planted in good soil and is said 
to be relatively free from pests. It 
is a tree to be recommended pri- 
marily for large home grounds and 


park planting. L. C. C. 


DUTCH BULBS CURTAILED 

The Associated Bulb Growers of 
Holland announced recently that the 
Dutch bulb industry is running some 
10,000,000 bulbs behind the’ past 
vear’s shipments to the United 
States, as the result of weather con- 
ditions in the Netherlands. Heavy, 
almost continuous rains during July 
and August not only delayed the 
bulb harvest but resulted in the pro- 
duction of far fewer bulbs. 

Walter Roozen, director of infor- 
mation for the Dutch bulb growers, 
in the United States on an inspec- 
tion trip, reported that all orders by 
American and Canadian dealers 
will be met. But, in almost all types 
of bulbs, re-orders will be extremely 
difficult.

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Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


THE ENGLISH HOLLY 


My favorite group of plants is 
the broad-leaved evergreens, and, 
among them, box and holly interest 
me most. Among the hollies, I pre- 
fer the American species for its gen- 
eral all-around usefulness and beau- 
ty, yet the English holly deserves 
comment and interest and, in fact, 
is receiving it. Looking at both 
types inpartially, I think the Eng- 
lish species is really showier and 
more glamorous. 

Because of the somewhat severe 
climatic limitations, the English 
holly does not have the range of the 
American, but, even that is being 
extended, and the plant is enjoying 
a little boom of its own. 

When we started our nursery 25 
years ago at Easton, Md., we propa- 
gated a number of hollies including 
the English. The winter of 1933-1934 
punished them so severely that we 
lost interest in them and only re- 
cently have given them modest at- 
tention. The English holly is limited 
by climate in two ways, making the 
area in which it will grow somewhat 
narrow. It is limited on the north 
by cold temperature and on the 
south by hot temperature and also 
low humidity. It grows best in the 
United States in the northwest neat 
the Puget sound and in the east 
along the coast from the lowe 
Chesapeake bay to the Carolinas. 
The English holly fanciers are ex- 
tending that considerably by propa- 
gating from hardy specimen surviv- 
ors that are found in Pennsylvania 
and even in Connecticut and Rhode 
Island. It is hoped that they will 
survive the severe winter that is 
bound to come. 

The English holly grows best in 
fertile soil, with plenty of humus, 
and should be planted with wind 
and sun protection. It needs high 
humidity. As a landscape plant, it 
makes a handsome specimen, grow- 
ing 12 to 20 feet high in a fat pyra- 
mid. It makes particularly hand- 
some slow-growing hedges that are 
easily kept, pruned into shape with 
hand clippers. 

The English holly roots easily 
from cuttings, much easier than the 


American holly. The best wood is 
nearly ripened wood taken in Au- 
gust and September, and it will root 
in a coldframe or cool greenhouse, 
either in sand or peat and sand. 
In propagating, it is well to remem- 
ber that the plant is dioecious. 
Because of the extremely shiny 
foliage, commercial production of 
holly is usually of the English vari- 
ety rather than American. There is 
a considerable amount grown for 
this purpose in Oregon, and, here 
in Maryland, there new 
modest commercial plantings, and I 


are some

believe there are some in tidewater 
Virginia. In planting English holly 
for commercial purposes, it is im- 
portant to select a good foliage type, 
with large red berries, and to plant 


enough males for pollination. Here 
in the east, where it might be more 
of a gamble, I would certainly select 


a fertile well-drained soil, with con- 
siderable wind protection, and | 
should even be inclined to plant some 
additional shade. 

For the fancier, there are many 
varieties, perhaps as many as 150, 
most of them of English origin. The 
foliage varies in shape, form, pres- 
ence of spines, etc., as well as in 
color, there being variegated, silver 
and margined plants, as well as 
green. The berries vary in color, 
exhibiting red, yellow and 
as well as in size and quantity of 
berries. Some of the newer 
ties have been selected largely for 
their hardiness. This is a beautiful 
and interesting plant and well worth 
the attention it is receiving.

REDUCE MILDEW ON PLANTS 


Avoid mildew on plants in cold 
frames by insuring ventilation and 
reducing moisture in the frames when 
the weather turns unseasonably 
warm, suggested Dr. Leland G. Mer- 
rill, Jr., extension entomologist, Rut- 
gers University, Ithaca, N. Y. 

Mildew is first seen on lower leaves 
and it spreads to all leaves and re- 
sults in a dried out, dead plant. This 
can be controlled satisfactorily by 
giving a full coverage application of 


a_ half-strength copper fungicide 
spray. A dithiocarbamate spray may 
also be used.

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Study Effects of Mulching 


By Donald P. Watson 


Michigan State College 


The use of organic mulches on soil, 
or mixtures of soil and organic mat- 
ter, have been a commercial practice 
for many years. While cow manure 
has been the most common material 
used, peat moss, leaf mold, blue- 
grass, straw and hay frequently have 
been substituted. About five years 
ago it was shown by Dr. L. C. Chad- 
wick that ground corncobs were an 
exceptionally good mulching material 
on roses. Pursuant to this an ex- 
periment was set up at Michigan 
State College three years ago to study 
the effects of ground corncobs used 
as a mulch or mixed with the soil. 
It was of interest to learn the effect 
on the physical and chemical proper- 
ties of the soil as well as the effect 
on the growth and yield of the roses. 

Four hundred dormant rosebushes, 
planted in Conover loam, were used 
in the experiments, with (1) a 2-inch 
depth of ground corncobs as a mulch, 
(2) a 4-inch depth of ground corn- 
cobs as a mulch, (3) 10 per cent by 
volume of ground corncobs mixed 
with the soil, (4) 20 per cent by 
volume of ground corncobs mixed 
with the soil and (5) 100 per cent 
soil. A study was made of the in- 
fluence of the addition of corncobs 
on fertility, aggregation, acration, 
moisture and soil temperature. 


Tests for Nitrogen 


For nitrogen analysis immediately 
after the applications of corncobs, 
biweekly soil tests were made to 
study the effect of the corncobs on 
the amount of nitrate in the soil. The 
reduction of the nitrate concentra- 
tion of the soil resulting from the 
application of fresh corncobs as sur- 
face mulches or soil mixtures was 
rapid. The averages of eight soil 
tests made one day before and seven 
days after application of corncobs 
revealed the average reduction of 
the nitrate level of the soil treatment 
without any mulch to be nine parts 
per million compared with the fol- 
lowing decreases from the other 
treatments: 2-inch mulch, 30 parts 
per million; 4-inch mulch, 40 parts 
per million; 10 per cent mixture, 25 
parts per million, and 20 per cent 
mixture, 33 parts per million. A 
temporary increase in the pH of 
the soil of from 6.7 to 7.2 occurred 
during the same period. A slight in- 
crease of pH in the mixture treat- 
ments also was observed. 

To measure soil aggregation, 





samples of soil were removed 50 
days after planting. An increase in 
the aggregation of the soil particles 
of the Conover clay loam resulted 
from additions of corncobs as sur- 
face mulches. The increased aggre- 
gate size caused more rapid water 
penetration of the soil in the mulches. 
No measure of aggregation was made 
for treatments where corncobs were 
mixed with the soil. 

A complicated electrode was used 
to measure the reduction of the 
quantity of oxygen diffusing through 
the soil. More oxygen and a better 
diffusion of this element were ap- 
parent in the soil when the corncobs 
were mixed with the soil than when 
corncobs used as a mulch. 
Oxygen determination of the

after the addition of fresh corncobs 
and revealed much lower oxygen 
levels than 12 hours later. 

Nylon moisture blocks were buried 
in each plot to provide moisture re 
tention comparison between treat- 
ments and the percentage of availabk 
moisture on electrical resistance: 
bridges at 12-hour intervals after th: 
saturation of the soil. Moisture re- 
tention greatest beneath th 
surface mulches and least in the soil 
with no corncobs where the poorest 
drainage and the shortest time inter- 
val in the high moisture ranges oc- 
curred. Forty-eight hours after the 
application of water only slightly 
more moisture was retained by in- 
corporating the corncobs in the soil 

Soil temperatures were recorded 
in January and August of 1952 to 
determine the effect of the various 
treatments on the temperature ol 
the soil in the winter and the summe1 
when air temperatures and soil mois- 
ture conditions were most extreme.

perature, was maintained during the 
summer months beneath the mulches. 
The daily soil temperature variations 
over an 18-hour period from a non- 
mulch treatment was 80 plus o1 
minus 10 degrees Fahrenheit com- 
pared with daily soil temperature 
fluctuations of 75 plus or minus 5 
degrees Fahrenheit for the mulch 
treatment. 
Temporary Effect 

While the nitrate content and oxy- 
gen supply of the soil were reduced 
as a result of the addition of the 
mulch, for the first few months after 
application of the fresh corncobs, 
this was merely a temporary effect. 
Growth of plants supplied with the 
mulch treatment appeared to be re- 
duced for these first few months after 
the fresh corncobs were supplied 
This growth, however, rapidly in- 
creased and remained — superior 
throughout the rest of the experi- 
ment. It was entirely apparent that 
the quantity and quality of growth 
of the plants, as well as the quantity 
and quality of the yield of the flow- 
ers, was greatly increased as a result 
of the use of corncobs, either as a 
mulch or as a mixture with the soil. 
The reduced soil temperature, as 
well as the reduced fluctuation in 
soil temperature beneath the mulch, 





was a probable benefit to growth. 
Great retention of soil moisture was 
likely the most important benefit the 
plant received from the use of the 
mulching material. 


METHYL BROMIDE SCORES 
AS SOIL FUMIGANT 


Nurserymen who have asked 
themselves if they could count on 
methyl bromide fumigation to do a 
thorough job against diseases and 
nematodes in flats of soil, when the 
flats are stacked under a gastight 
cover, will receive the answer, “Defi- 
nitely, yes,” from two University of 
California plant pathologists. 

Donald E. Munnecke and David 
L. Lindgren carried out fumigations 
at a commercial nursery (the way a 
nurseryman might) and found that 
methyl bromide effectively destroyed 
soil-inhabiting fungi and nematodes 
in all parts of the stack—top, bot- 
tom and center.

LILY YEARBOOK 


The seventh in the series of year- 
books issued by the North American 
Lily Society, under the editorship 
of George L. Slate, again offers 
ample value to members for their 
dues of $3. Others may obtain the 
book for the same price by address- 
ing the treasurer of the society, 
Ralph M. Warner, Woodmont road, 
R. F. D. 1, Milford, Conn. 

The 1954 yearbook includes a 
score of articles by almost as many 
different authors, ranging in subject 
matter from an amateur’s garden to 
scientific discussions of fungus dis- 
eases, germination, breeding, soilless 
cultivation, nomenclature and_ the 
like. Some species of lilies are given 
particular comment because of their 
novelty importance or difficulty of 
propagation. 

These articles occupy the first 80 
pages of the 144-page volume. A list 
of members occupies 20 pages, and a 
cumulative index occupies 42 pages, 
the latter being of the more impor- 
tance because it includes not only 
the four American lily yearbooks 
published by the American Horticul- 
tural Society for the years 1939, 
1940, 1942 and 1946, but also the 
Six yearbooks ol the North American 
Lily Society in the succeeding years.

from his birth at Leominster, Mass., 
September 26, 1774, through his 
purchase and leases of sites for his 
successive wilderness nurseries of an 
acre or so, until his death, March 17 
or 18, 1845, near Fort Wayne, Ind. 
The book does not debunk the 
legends so much as to rationalize 
them, so far as they may be cred- 
ited, though the exaggerated claims 
of his activities in states he never 
visited are plainly shown to be sheet 
fabrications. 

That Johnny Appleseed was not 
an eccentric and indigent vagrant is 
indicated by the fact that he owned 
at his death seven parcels of farm 
land in Ohio and Indiana totaling 
354 acres, besides five known leases 
on tracts of varying size, up to 70 
acres. During his lifetime he con- 
trolled by lease or ownership, at one 
time or another, 22 parcels of land 
totaling 1,200 acres. The progress of 
settlers westward, as well as the nurs- 
eryman’s desire to use new land, 
caused a constant shifting of plant- 
ing sites. 

Aside from the storied pioneer 
who is the hero, the book presents a 
picture of early Ohio days and 
glimpses of the nursery and orchard 
operations of that era which have 
prime historical interest. Added is 
considerable literary merit in the 
authorship itself. In his tramps and 
drives over the territory covered by 
John Chapman, from Massachu- 
setts to Indiana, Professor Price has 
become imbued with the land and 
the days in which his hero had_his 
wanderings. 


GERANIUMS 

Published last year in Great Brit- 
ain by Ernest Benn, Ltd., and now 
distributed in this country by John 
de Graff, Inc., New York, “Gera- 
niums,” by Derek Clifford is an in- 
formative book of 84 pages directed 
to those who want the best instruc- 
tion on growing these plants. Writ- 
ten for a British audience, it names 
chiefly varieties not common in com- 
merce here. Many are described, 
and a dozen are illustrated. 

Derek Clifford is said to grow 
probably the largest collection of 
geranium varieties in existence In 
the world. His forthright text indi- 
cates his thorough familiarity with 
the plants, as does his advice on cul- 
tural practices, propagation and 
pest control. The geranium collector 
will want this book, and its low price 
should encourage its wider distribu- 
tion, as the paperbound book sells 
for $1, and clothbound, $2.

Bulletins Received 











SPRUCE BEETLE BULLETIN 

The Engelmann spruce beetle, 
which has destroyed large areas of 
Engelmann spruce and _ lodgepole 
pine trees in the forests of western 
United States, is the purpose of a 
bulletin recently published by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

The 35-page bulletin, “Biology 
and Control of the Engelmann 
Beetle in Colorado,” presents the 
life history of the beetle, description 
of galleries and characteristics of 
infested trees, development of the 
brood, natural mortality, predators 
and parasites, associated insects and 
measures for control by chemical 
treatment, by solar treatment of in- 
fested slabs and by trap logs. 

Written by Dr. C. L. Massey and 
Dr. N. D. Wygant, entomologists of 
Rocky mountain forest and range 
experiment station, this study was 
made in cooperation with Colorado 
A. and M. College.

PEACH INSECT CONTROL 

New insecticides, developed dur- 
ing the past decade, have substan- 
tially reduced the problem of peach 
insect control in the state of Con- 
necticut, announced Dr. Philip Gar- 
man, W. T. Brigham and A. De 
Caprio, all of the Connecticut agri- 
cultural experiment station. Results 
of their research, using many of these 
new insecticides, are reported in a 
new publication. 

The 64-page bulletin discusses in 
some detail 16 major peach pests 
of Connecticut and reports briefly 
on several less important insects 
which attack the crop. The 16 sec- 
tions dealing with major pests in- 
clude a description of each insect 
and the damage it causes, a brief 
life history, factors affecting its 
abundance, the natural predators 
and parasites which attack it and 
control measures based on results 
of experiment station research. Each 
section is well illustrated with photo- 
graphs of the insect and the damage 
caused by it. 

Listed separately are insecticides 
used in peach insect control, with 
notes on their relative usefulness

INSECT CONTROL PROGRESS 
A century of research on curbing 
the destructive attack of insects on 
man’s health, food and shelter and 
the application of this research for 
the benefit of agriculture and the 
general public are summarized by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture in a new publication, 
“Fighting Our Insect Enemies.” 

The science of entomology, upon 
which this progress has depended, 
began serving the public in 1854, 
when the New York state and the 
federal government each employed 
an entomologist. The New York en- 
tomologist, Dr. Asa Fitch, focused 
his attention on that state’s insect 
problems. Townsend Glover, who 
was assigned to the United States 
patent office, originated research on 
insect pests of cotton and of citrus 
fruits. 

The target of American entomolo- 
gists during the past 100 years has 
been some 10,000 species of insect 
pests. 

Among entomology’s majo 
complishments against insects can be 
listed the successful fights against 
houseflies and mosquitoes that began 
about 1900. 

The codling moth, that once took 
50 to 90 per cent of the apple crop, 
now takes less than 5 per cent of 
total United States apple production 
because of the development and ap- 
plication of methods to control it. 
Until entomologists proved that ar- 
senical dusts would control the 
Colorado potato beetle about 80 
years ago, this insect destroyed much 
of the crop over wide areas. Since 
1946, partly because of insect control 
with modern insecticides, potato 
production per acre has increased 
about 50 per cent. 

One of the promising new fields 
that entomologists in the agricultural 
research service and other agencies 
are investigating is that of systemic 
insecticides, chemicals capable of 
being carried by the sap streams of 
plants and the blood streams of live- 
stock, to control their insect pests. 
They also are stepping up exploita- 
tion of atomic energy, using it as a 
tool to learn the secrets of insect

FERTILIZERS FOR IDAHO 


“Fertilizer Recommendations for 
Idaho Soils” is a circular containing 
recommendations to crop farmers 
and fruit growers on the proper use 
of fertilizers in different sections of 
the state.

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WHITHER, O NURSERYMEN? 

The current fall season in the 
Pacific northwest has been marked 
by two departures, neither of which 
is welcomed by the majority of oper- 
ators. 

The first item of concern is the 
apparent collapse of the conifer mar- 
ket. Varieties such as blue cypress, 
Elwood cypress, globe arborvitae and 
pyramidal arborvitae (to mention 
only a few) may be had practically 
for the asking. The excuse for this 
is overproduction, a kind of help- 
less promiscuity. 

The second persistent thorn is the 
dealer who insists on destroying the 
consumer’s confidence in the indus- 
try. This man wears many faces; 
recently he cropped up as a news- 
paper advertiser who offered the 
moon for $1. Today, at least in the 
state of Washington, he is a direct 
agent whose prices are from two to 
10 times the regular market price. 

It probably appears ridiculous that 
the industry should be worried by 
both low and high prices at the same 
time. Actually, the industry is, I be- 
lieve, following a consistent course. 
The man who cuts a retail price in 
half (sometimes even more) reminds 
consumers of the ball-point pen busi- 
ness. Remember when these pens 
sold for $15. About a year later 
a similar pen could be bought for 
less than $1. The manufacturer sup- 
posedly made a profit right along 
what, than, was the actual value of 
the merchandise ? How did the man 
who paid $15 feel? A completely 
wobbly price structure does not cre- 
ate confidence. 

There is nothing wrong with in- 
creasing prices; all nurserymen know 
that nursery stock is selling for much 
less than it should. More power to 
him who can make his prices reflect 
his increases in overhead. When, 
however, hundreds of people volun- 
tarily come into the local nurseries 
and complain about a certain few 
operators (regardless of the amount 
of money involved), it is time to 
look into the situation. 


Trend Toward Broad Leaves 


Nurserymen throughout the cold- 
er sections of the country have al- 
ways leaned heavily on the hardier 
conifer items. Here, west of the Cas- 
cades, there is a transition climate 
where the broad-leaved evergreens 
have shown a steady increase in de-

mand each year. The looser, more 
informal shapes of the broad leaves 
are easier to use around the con- 
temporary home. The trend started 
15 years ago, and it may be argued 
that any nurseryman who has not 
“wised up” by this time is a fool. 
There is no excuse for being caught 
with fields full of unpopular stock, 
especially when the change in taste 
has been so slow and steady. 

The opposite argument maintains 
that conifers have been undermer- 
chandised (instead of overpro- 
duced). The growers can blame the 
retailers and landscape men for al- 
lowing a major segment of the plant 
community to fall into comparative 
disrepute. The retailers have refused 
to create new combinations and new 
effects which utilize conifers prop- 
erly with contemporary architecture. 
The formal conifers can be com- 
posed into dramatic pictures entire- 
ly impossible with the rounded neu- 
tral broad leaves. By harping on an 
artificially limited plant list the re- 
tailers and landscape men are prac- 
ticing faddism. 

There is no point in going around 
and around. The situation is upon 
us; there is no time to change pub- 
lic demand. 

Another recurring discussion point 
is the future of “low markup-high 
volume” merchandising. All nurs- 
erymen know that the standard 
markup runs from 100 per cent to 
200 per cent of net wholesale, some- 
times more. Even with this much 
gross profit there are remarkably 
few millionaire nurserymen. The 
new theory maintains that if mark- 
ups are pared down and advertis- 
ing is increased the gross will shoot 
up high enough to leave the operator 
with a greater net profit than ever. 
This is an improvement. 

To clinch the argument the ex- 
ponents of this theory point with 
pride to the few who are at present 
following the supermarket line of 
merchandising. These few are snar- 
ing all the business and are obvious 
overnight successes. All must go and 
do likewise. 

Looking Before Leaping 


The writer hopes that this is true 
foresight and that nurserymen are 
on the verge of a great merchandis- 
ing dawn. A few questions should, 
however, be resolved before we all 
jump into our grocers’ smocks. First 
of all, what will happen when most 
of the operators in a section begin 
price cutting. Is it not true that the 
main reason the pioneers are so suc- 
cessful is that they are taking a 
much greater than usual percentage

Hold Active Seattle Session 


By M. Blake Smith 


The Allied Nurserymen of Great- 
er Seattle met November 2 at the 
Edmond Meany hotel, Seattle, 
Wash., for an action-packed session. 

At the suggestion of the group’s 
president, Paul Mayer, Wedgwood 
Gardens, Seattle, the group went on 
record as opposing the quarantine 
amendment to allow plant imports 
in approved materials as proposed 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The Allied Nurserymen 
felt that such a revision of the quar- 
antine laws would endanger growers 
and ultimately, retail men. 

It was reported that a letter was 
to be sent from the advisers’ board 
of the Washington State Nursery- 
men’s Association to the several 
Seattle nurserymen who are obtain- 
ing business by cut-rate methods, 
protesting their unethical proce- 
dures. 

It was voted unanimously to drop 
membership in the better business 
bureau because the bureau has not, 
in the opinion of the members, given 
support in several instances to the 
Allied Nurserymen of Greater Seat- 
tle in their effort to raise and main- 
tain business standards, and particu- 
larly because it has not support- 
ed the Allied Nurserymen in a cam- 
paign to put a stop to the selling of 
greenhouses to householders with 
the promise by the sellers to buy 
cuttings and plants grown in these 
greenhouses. 

Advertising Expenditures 

Bill Moshier, radio and TV com- 
mentator and Seattle ‘Times farm 
and garden writer, talked informally 
on how advertising money should be 
spent. Mr. Moshier made clear that 
he uses radio, TV and the news- 
paper advertising columns and that 


he recommends all three—but for 
different purposes. 
Mr. Moshier feels that nursery- 


men are not reaching the number of 
potential customers that they should. 
The average homeowner does not 
even know about Allied Nursery- 
men, Washington State Nursery- 
men’s Association or the American 
Association of Nurserymen. The 
average homeowner has no idea of 
the services offered and standards 
set by these organizations. All he 
wants is a green plant to stick some- 
where. 

There is no use trying to sell 
these organizations through newspa- 
per columns, Mr. Moshier stated, 


unless time is inconsequential and 
money no object. It can be done, 
given a long period of time and a 
bottomless pocketbook. This is pres- 
tige advertising, in Mr. Moshier’s 
opinion, and can best be done with 
spot advertising on a live TV pro- 
gram built around a personality the 
public trusts. The newspaper is the 
best medium for price advertising, 
he added. 

Mr. Moshier contended that nurs- 
erymen are not reaching the custom- 
er they want to reach. Their dollars 
are buying ineffective media. Their 
advertising program needs to be re- 
designed so that every dollar spent 
will bring over a_ long 
period, 

The potential in the Pacific north- 
west, and particularly in the Seattle

area, is the greatest in the United 
States with the exception of Los 
Angeles, Calif., because new homes 
are being built there faster than any- 
where else in the country, the speak- 
er pointed out. 

Nine out of 10 of the new owners 
of these new homes have no under- 
standing about landscaping. Nurs- 
erymen must either take the 
tomer as he is and educate him as he 
is sold, or educate him first and then 
sell him. The latter alternative is un- 
thinkable: nurserymen would go 
broke in the process. In order to sell 
to this type nurserymen 
will have to talk price, so as to com- 
pete with the grocery and chain 
stores. Nurserymen should take a tip 
from the department 
stores, which carry prestige mer- 
chandise and which also provide a 
bargain basement for the price-con- 
scious customer.

Thyme may be taken through a 
northern winter by covering it with 
the slatted tops of bushel baskets. 
The covering should be applied 
about Thanksgiving day and taken 
off about St. Patrick’s Day. 


Dicentra eximia, fringed bleeding 
heart, is a fine perennial for shady 
corners. The finely cut leaves are 
beautiful in a vase of short-stemmed 
roses. This plant also does well in 
shaded window boxes. 


Have you, as a landscape con- 
tractor, landscape nurseryman or 
what have you, overextended your- 
self? One of my best clients this 
past spring said he had _ recom- 
mended me for a lucrative job (and 
his recommendation should carry 
weight), but he warned me not to 
overextend myself. Most of our cus- 
tomers do not realize how much busi- 
ness is necessary in order that we 
may live in the manner to which we 
have become accustomed. In our 
seasonal business we must work long 
hours, and if we do not overextend 
ourselves, we just do not create 
enough volume of business to make 
a “living” net income. 

I realize that some nurserymen 
have their businesses under such com- 
plete control that they can show up 
at 9:30 or 10 a. m. and leave at 
3:30 p. m.

NEW FRUIT FOR THE EAST 


Cornell scientists working at the 


New York state agricultural experi- 
ment station at Geneva, N. Y., have 
succeeded in crossing a blackberry 
and a red raspberry to produce an 
upright-growing bramble hardy 
enough for the northeastern United 
States which will produce fruit sim- 
ilar to the popular loganberry of 
the northwest. It produces fruit 
with characteristics of both parents, 
but scientists must give it further 
testing to determine its merits. 

Although crossing different species 
seldom produces fertile offspring in 
either the plant or the animal world, 
the station workers report that they 
have obtained about 25 hybrid 
plants with good vigor from some 
50 different crosses between the red 
raspberry and the blackberry, using 
more than 1,800 flowers in making 
the crosses. 

The plant breeders have found 
that raspberry pollen applied to 
blackberry pistils fails to produce 
seedlings which will grow to matur- 
ity. Blackberry pollen on raspberry 
pistils, however, has produced some 
vigorous seedlings which in turn 
have produced flowers and fruit. 
Parent varieties, known as _ tetra- 
ploids, with four sets of chromo- 
somes, the carriers of heredity, also 
yield a high percentage of seedlings 
capable of producing fruit. 


VIRUS-FREE STRAWBERRIES 
Virus-free strawberry plants made 
an impressive showing under adverse 
conditions during recent 
by Cornell University specialists made 
at the New York state agricultural 
experiment station, Geneva, N. Y. 
Set in a field where 
plants of the past season were not 
worth holding over, virus-free stocks 
of Catskill, Premier and Sparkle 
made strikingly better growth within 
six weeks after planting than regular 
stocks of the same varieties. Their 
superiority was also shown in a great- 
ly reduced mortality of young plants.

Runner counts made late in Octo- 
ber were considerably higher for 
plants from virus-free stock. The 
plants of all three varieties also 
looked more vigorous at the time 
runner counts were made. Whether 
this vigor will be reflected in in- 
creased yields will be better known as 
future crops are harvested. 

The tests with virus-free strawberry 
plants are part of a larger experiment 
which also involves study of the 
nematode problem by Cornell plant 
disease specialists.

folia, is one of the few silvery-leaved 
kinds, creating an unusual effect. It 
may need some pruning for best 
form, but it is one of those plants 
which can be placed in dry sterile 
soil and be expected to grow well. 
Magnolia soulangeana is effective 
only when in bud and bloom, but is 
outstanding then. M. denudata, or 
Yulan magnolia, is a large tree with 
fragrant white flowers and interest- 
ing, bright red seeds as the pods 
open. M. kobus is a vigorous tree, 
but does not bloom for some 15 
years. A stellata x kobus hybrid, Dr. 
Merrill, is hardy and blooms young. 
One of the hardiest of all the Asiatic 
magnolias is M. stellata, the star 
magnolia. It is well worthy of a 
trial. 
Wide Choice of Crab Apple Trees 
Some enterprising nurserymen are 
now beginning to propagate Oriental 
crab apple trees in considerable num- 
bers. A recent check showed that 
nearly 80 species and varieties are 
being offered at five particular nurs- 
eries. This means that there certain- 
ly is a varied assortment from which 
to choose. Some of the best crab 
apple trees are as follows: Malus 
atrosanguinea and M. floribunda, 
known for their proved qualities; 
M. hupchensis, noted for its pictur- 
esque habit; M. Dorothea, distin- 
guished by its semidouble flowers 
and bright yellow fruits; M. pur- 
purea lemoinei and M. purpurea 
aldenhamensis, qualified by the ex- 
cellent red colo ol the flowers, and 
M. toringoides, marked by its fine 
red and yellow fruits. The variation 
of these trees in form and size makes 
them most adaptable. 
Phellodendron amurense, or Amur 
cork tree, requires no spraying and 
is picturesque, with wide, 
open branches and deeply fissured 
bark. This perfectly hardy specimen 
is most effective for planting along 
wide streets. Then, too, it is easily 
propagated from seeds, one of the

prerequisites of a popular nursery- 
man’s plant. 

Evodia danielli is a little-known 
small tree from China and Korea. 
The tree is spreading, with flat clus- 
ters of small white flowers in mid- 
August when few other shrubs are in 
bloom. Fruits are red to glossy black. 

Beeches are among the finest 
where space permits. There is only 
one American variety, but there are 
a number of European forms, includ- 
ing weeping, fastigiate, purple-leaved 
and cut-leaved.

Illinois. It blooms in late summer, 
with 3-inch, magnolia-like flowers 
till frost kills the buds. It should 
be given a west exposure for best 
scarlet and orange fall color. 
Ginkgo Has No Enemies 


Ginkgo is good, with no known 
insect enemies or diseases. The olive- 
like fruits of female trees Rave an 
offensive odor. To avoid this requires 
asexual propagation because ginkgo 
normally does not show its sex until 
22 years old. Fall color is a good 
yellow. 

Golden-rain tree and the golden 
chain are vellow-flowered trees val- 
ued for their flowers, but without 
showy fruits or autumn color. 

Sweet gum is handsome in foli- 
age and form, with unusually fine 
autumn color. It is a beautiful pyra- 
midal-shaped tree of symmetrical 
habit, and its leaves assume a deep 
crimson color in autumn. 

Amelanchier laevis, or Allegheny 
serviceberry, is a valuable tree of 
medium size with drooping racemes 
of small white flowers, small red 
fruits and good autumn color. This 
species is said to be one of the most 
beautiful of its genus. 

Carpinus betulus fastigiata, a 
pyramid hornbeam, is a small, dense 
tree with fine foliage. It is moved 
most successfully while young. 

Cercis canadensis, both red and 
white forms, is good for bloom, 
foliage and fall color. This desira- 
ble ornamental tree grows best in 
sandy and somewhat moist loam. 

Yellowwood, Cladrastis lutea, is 
desirable, although it may bloom 
well only every second or third year. 
The wide, graceful head and short 
trunk make it well adapted as a sin- 
gle tree on the lawn. 

Cornus florida and variety rubra 
are fine for bloom, foliage, fruits and 
fall color. The Chinese dogwood, 
Cornus kousa chinensis, blooming 
three weeks later, is also a fine small 
tree. 

Serbian Spruce Rates High 


Of the spruces the Serbian spruce, 
Picea omorika, with its dense, silvery- 
green foliage and almost columnar 
form, is the finest landscape plant 
Because of its comparatively slowet 
growth, this tree is well suited for 
smaller parks and gardens. 

Pinus bungeana, or lacebark pine, 
is not well-known, but has excellent 
specimen possibilities. It grows with 
multiple trunks, and the bark sug- 
gests a sycamore. 

The flowering cherries are beauti 
ful in bloom, but have no other sea-

son of interest and are short lived. 
Probably the two best are Prunus 
serrulata Kwanzan, deep pink, dou- 
ble, hardiest of the doubles, and 
Shirotae, a double white. 

Stewartia koreana is a fine but 
little-known tree, perfectly hardy at 
Arnold Arboretum, with interesting 
sycamore-like bark, white flowers 
in summer and orange-red autumn 
foliage. 

Styrax japonica, or Japanese snow- 
bell, is another lesser-known small 
tree of interesting, flat-topped form 
with curved, horizontal branches, 
dense foliage and pendulous, bell- 
shaped flowers appearing after the 
foliage but not hidden by it. This 
ornamental woody plant is grown 
mainly for its handsome flowers. 

A few others worthy of mention 
are the Japanese tree lilacs: lindens: 
Corylus colurna, or Turkish filbert, 
and Moraine locust. 


PHOSPHATE POISIONING 

Some cases of poisoning have re- 
sulted the past year from the use of 
pesticides containing  Parathion, 
TEPP or Svystox, according to in- 
formation issued by the bureau of 
chemistry of the California depart- 
ment of agriculture. The bulletin 


cautions registrants, dealers and 


users, emphasizing that in most cases 
the accidents were the result of a 
disregard for the precautionary 
measures described on the labels, as

else, except at the D. Hill Nursery 
Co., my own firm. It is a large metal 
hopper mounted on two rubber-tired 
wheels, of such a size as just to strad- 
dle the bed. The sand is deposited 
from this hopper by a revolving 
drum, and the amount can be con- 
trolled by opening and closing a slot 
in much the same manner as with a 
fertilizer drill. Drawn behind a trac- 
tor, this machine will spread on a 
level and even layer of sand from 
one-half to one inch in depth. It 
is shown in the illustration covering 
a newly sown bed. 


I have yet to see a better machine 
for applying sand. One word of cau- 
tion about it, however: it will not 
work with anything else but sand, 
and the sand must be clean. A mix- 
ture of sand and peat or dirty sand 
with perhaps a few weed tops will 
clog up the revolving drum and 
cause endless trouble. The sand must 
be fresh and clean for optimum 
efficiency. 


Mulch May Be Unnecessary 


Immediately after sanding the 
bed is lightly rolled and then cov- 
ered with a mulch of straw. While 
this is the procedure at Nepco 
Lake Nursery, I am not at all cer- 
tain that the mulch is strictly neces- 
sary. In New Jersey we used to 
mulch all fall-sown seedbeds with 
salt hay, but I could never see that 
it had the slightest effect on the 
germination. In fact, with some 
seeds, such as those of Acer palma- 
tum, I concluded that we obtained 
better germination without the cov- 
ering. 

At Nepco Lake this mulch is im- 
mediately covered with lath shades, 
which prevent its being blown away, 
and the job is then finished for the 
fall. In the spring, the mulch is re- 
moved immediately any sign of 
germination can be seen, and the 
racks are raised up on runners to 
give an air space between shade and 
bed of about nine inches. Subse- 
quent care and attention through 
the first year mainly consists of 
weeding as required and regular ir- 
rigation. It should hardly be neces- 
sary to emphasize that on such a 
sandy soil irrigation is essential. The 
sandy soil, however, is just right for 
producing a fine fibrous root system, 
which gives these seedlings such an 
excellent start. 

At the beginning of the second 
erowing season, both the shades and 
the wooden edging are removed and 
the beds are left open for the second 
summer.

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be given if it seems necessary, but in 
general the plants are fed at regular 
intervals through this second season 
with one of the concentrated liquid 
fertilizers which is sprayed on at in- 
tervals of two to three weeks. At the 
end of the year most seedlings which 
are not to be sold at this stage are 
lifted and transplanted to insure an 
even better root system and are 
finally moved out in either the third 
or fourth year. 
Importance of Irrigation 

The maintenance of a high level 
of soil moisture in hot, dry summet 
weather is now proved to be vital- 
ly important for optimum growth. 
Dr. C. W. Thornthwaite, John Hop- 
kins University, department of cli- 
matology, Centerton, N. J., has de- 
veloped a method of determining the 
amount of water contained in the 
soil, and he is able to tell just when 
a plot of soil should receive water 
and also how much it should receive. 
His findings show that the old rule 
of thumb method of determining 
water needs whereby the growet 
looks at the ground and says “These 
plants need a little water. I will 
irrigate tonight,” is just about a 
week behind the actual requirements 
of the plants and that, for the past 
week, the plants have been suffering 
from hidden drought. Dr. Thorn- 
thwaite’s methods were applied to 
raising tree seedlings in Canada and 
were published by the Ontario 
Foundation. It was found that by ir- 
rigating frequently, far more fre- 
quently than would normally be con- 
sidered necessary, the shade laths 
could be eliminated and _ seedlings 
could be produced two and even 
three times as large as those grown 
in adjacent plots under normal nurs- 
ery conditions. 

On a recent trip to some southern 
nurseries, I was astonished to see 
one grower carefully cleaning the 
pulp from his Cornus florida seeds 
before sowing. It has always been 
my experience that these seeds, if 
collected when nearly ripe in the 
fall and sown immediately into pre- 
pared beds, will germinate readily 
next spring, with or without clean- 
ing. 

Cleaning Seeds 


For those seeds that should be 
cleaned, such as the junipers, we 
have a machine at D. Hill Nursery 
Co. which has proved most satis- 
factory. It is an old corn grinder, 
driven by a belt from a tractor pul- 
ley. The machine is extremly old 
and the grinding knives are worn,

knives, we can pass the seeds through 
the grinder bruising and maceratine 
the outside pulp, but not hurting th: 
seeds. It is usually necessary to pass 
the seeds through the grinder thre: 
times, and then they are thrown. 
pulp and all, into a tub of water, 
where dead and useless seeds to- 
gether with the pulp float to the top 
and are washed away. Good seeds 
fall to the bottom. Seeds cleaned in 
this way should never be allowed 
to become dry, but should be stored 
moist until sown, if germination the 
following spring is desired. Once 
the seed coat becomes dry, the seeds 
will hold over for a year in the soil 
and will germinate a year later. 

At T. G. Owen & Son nursery. 
Columbus, Miss., Herman Owen 
showed me an interesting way of 
treating two seeds which are im- 
portant to him and also to many 
other growers. 

Nandina domestica readily pro- 
duces seeds which have the unfor- 
tunate habit of germinating in the 
fall one year after sowing. Seeds 
gathered about October or Novem- 
ber, cleaned and sown at once, will 
hold over the next summer and sud- 
denly germinate late in the fall. This 
means that somewhat small, newly 
germinated seedlings have to face 
the first winter and, without som« 
protection, losses can be great. Hav- 
ing apparently limitless greenhous« 
space, Mr. Owen sows his seeds di- 
rectly into a bench on the ground in 
a greenhouse, where the seeds can 
germinate when ready and_ be 
brought through the first winter 
without harm. His fine stands of 
seedlings in all stages of develop- 
ment, in both the greenhouse and 
open fields, attest to the success of 
this simple procedure. In most areas, 
I believe sowing in frames would be 
equally satisfactory. 


Japanese Maple Treatment 


Mr. Owen’s treatment of Ace 
palmatum seeds is even more inter- 
esting. The seeds are gathered when 
ripe, which is mid-September for 
him, and the wings are rubbed off. 
Flats are covered with a layer ol 
moist peat about an inch deep, and 
this is in turn covered with a piece 
of cheesecloth. The moist seeds ar 
then placed on this cheesecloth, cov- 
ered with another piece and a laye: 
of moist peat. The flats are then 
placed in a cooler, at a temperature 
of about 35 to 40 degrees Fahren- 
heit, where the seeds are kept for 
eight to 10 weeks. At the end ol 
this time, signs of germination will 
be seen, and, when this is noticed, 
the seeds are removed and the lay-

the interest, I will examine it in 
greater detail. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that a well-rooted and hardened 
cutting of Taxus hicksi can be taken 
straight from the greenhouse bench 
and canned without harm. In fact, 
definite benefit will result. If a cut- 
ting is taken which has been prop- 
erly rooted, one that has a well- 
hardened and toughened primary 
besides a properly developed secon- 
dary root system, then a cutting of 
this kind can go straight into a con- 
tainer and proceed with its normal 
development at the maximum pos- 
sible pace. 

If it is possible to take young ma- 
terial of this kind and put it directly 
into the container, then I believe 
that the largest possible plant can 
be grown in the minimum possible 
time. However, that is not the only 
consideration, and we must bear in 
mind that somewhat different meth- 
ods of production might produce 
slightly smaller plants in the same 
time, but at a much reduced cost 
I mean by this that for the 
duction of 250,000 plants in cans, 
at least four growing seasons prob- 
ably will be needed for a rooted 
cutting of Taxus hicksi to reach a 
salable size of 15 to 18 inches. This

quired to produce a reasonable plant 
from a stout rooted cutting. If that 
plant is grown in a container of 
well-balanced mixture from start to 
finish, no doubt a larger plant will 
be grown in the same time, or the 
plant will be brought to a salable 
condition in somewhat less time than 
it would if it were grown in any 
other way. In a 4-year production 
period, there would be at least one 
million plants in containers in the 
“pipe line” at all times. This im- 
poses quite a burden on materials, 
labor and finances. With these prob- 
lems in mind, it might well be advan- 
tageous for the grower to keep the 
young material either in plant bands 
or in earthenware pots for the first 
two years and endeavor to grow the 
largest possible size in oman contain- 
ers in that time. The 2-year liners 
could then be transferred from the 
pots or bands at the end of their 
second year and grown for an addi- 
tional two years in the metal con- 
tainers, at which time the plants 
should be ready for sale. This tim- 
ing will vary, of course, with differ- 
ent plants, but the principle still 
holds good. This will mean that the 
total quantity of plants in tin cans 
in the pipe line at any one time 
would be only a half million, with 
a consequent reduction in the capi- 
tal outlay involved. 


At this moment, I favor the es- 
tablishment of the rooted cutting in 
a pot or plant band for this 2-year 
period almost entirely on the grounds 
of economy. The plant produced 
will be as large as it would have 
been if it had been put directly into 
the container, and the cost of grow- 
ing it will be considerably less. 


Method Described 


The method of preparing plants 
for canning at the D. Hill Nursery 
Co., Dundee, Ill, is to establish 
rooted cuttings in both 21-inch 
rose pots and 242x2'x3-inch plant 
bands. These bands, made of wood 
veneer, are stapled and assembled 
in quantities of 12 in wood veneer 
trays. The whole of the plant band 
and tray structure is treated in bulk 
with copper naphthenate to prevent 
rotting of the wood and also to 
eliminate the nitrogen competition 
which follows if the bands are un- 
treated. It is believed that treat- 
ment of the bands in this way will 
prevent rotting and will maintain 
them in first-class condition for at 
least two full growing seasons, at 
which time the young material is 
expected to be in an excellent con- 
dition for canning. For these pot- 
ting and banding operations, the D. 
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Hill Nursery Co. is using the stand- 
ard John Innes compost, as described 
in the past article. This is consid- 
ered to be a most essential procedure. 
On a recent visit to Texas, I had 
the occasion to discuss the use of 
this compost with a number of 
growers, and many of them immedi- 
ately wished to find some easier or 
better way of producing the growing 
medium. While this attitude is en- 
tirely justified and laudable, I would 
counsel great caution in attempting 
to modify drastically the standard 
John Innes compost as outlined by 
Messrs. Lawrence and Newell. One 
modification is reasonably possible, 
and that is the use of dry blood in 
place of the hoof and horn meal to 
provide nitrogen; however, it is a 
makeshift and certainly is not as 
good as the hoof and horn meal. 
which is advised in the mixing of 
the base fertilizer. Apart from this, 
I would strongly urge growers who 
are interested in the use of a stand- 
ard compost to attempt to lay on 
exactly the John Innes compost, ad- 
justing it only insofar as it seems 
necessary, depending upon the local 
soil which may have to be used. It 
is clearly appreciated by Mr. Law- 
rence and also by myself that the 
one ingredient which cannot possibly 
be standardized, in this country par- 
ticularly, is the loam which will be 
used for the production of a com- 
post; therefore, intelligent adapta- 
tion has to be made to meet the 


particular local conditions with 
which nurserymen may have to 
work. 


Care of the Young Material 


After potting and/or banding the 
young rooted cuttings, the care given 
to them through the next two grow- 
ing seasons is of considerable impor- 
tance in the production of first-class 
plants for sale at the end of fow 
vears. At the head of the list, I 
would put pruning. By placing prun- 
ing first, I am assuming that other 
normal aspects of good culture, such 
as watering and shading, are ade- 
quately cared for. Shading is par- 
ticularly important in the early 
stages of the development of this 
young material, for, unless it has 
made new roots in the containers, 
it will need proper protection from 
lath shades. Watering is of equal 
importance in this respect, and no 
lack of careful attention to day by 
day culture should be allowed. As- 
suming that this young material has 
taken hold and is growing well, I 
think that one should begin to trim 
and prune, even the small rooting 
cuttings, so that one can begin to

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establish a good, solid, bushy founda- 
tion for the plant. Most nursery- 
men are inclined to leave their prun- 
ing unattended too long and then 
they have to cut off a great deal of 
the new growth to produce the shape 
they have in mind. This growth is 
much lost effort, and if pruning had 
been done at the right time, this 
growing power could have been di- 
rected into the proper channels so 
that a bigger plant would have been 
produced. 


Timing in pruning is of vital im- 
portance for optimum results. The 
pruning which is given to a rooted 
cutting is, of course, light, but, at 
the time it is removed from the 
propagation bench and potted, it 
should be lightly trimmed. All top 
shoots should just be tipped so that 
any subsequent growth is of a bushy 
nature from the heart and center of 
the cutting and not just an exten- 
sion of the few top shoots which 
may form the top of the cutting. 


Additional Pruning 


Later in the summer when the 
second surge of growth commences, 
it may be necessary to go over the 
batch of plants again and lightly 
cut those shoots which appear to be 
growing more vigorously than is 
desirable. In this way, the develop- 
ment of the plants will be even, 
regular and full. During the second 
year, this pruning may have to take 
a somewhat more drastic form, be- 
cause the growing vigor of the plant 
will be considerably greater. As 
with young boys, so with plants, th 
rule should be “spare the rod and 
spoil the child.” Nurserymen can 
produce far better stock by 
what rigorous pruning if done at 
the right time than could possibly 
be produced if the plants were left 
to grow untrained. The net result 
of this cultural care should be to 
produce . strong, sturdy, well- 
developed, 2-year liner. It may not 
be tall, bt it is nevertheless a well- 
balanced, sturdy plant with a vigor- 
ous root system and an equally vigor- 
ous and well-branched system of top 
growths, each of which can be relied 
upon to produce a number of shoots 
that together will result in a well- 
finished and furnished plant. Ma- 
terial of this kind, whether it is pro- 
duced in pots or bands, should be in 
an ideal condition for early spring

Subse- 
quent rains have restored conditions 
to normal. 

‘Because of one of the worst 
droughts in our history, the stock is 
running a little smaller than usual,” 
observes Mr. Shamburger. “Labor 
for budding is scarce because of the 
late rains’ creating a shorter budding 
season. The outlook appears good 
for winter and spring sales.” 


Demand for Small Fruits 


From the midwest, A. W. Krieger, 
Krieger’s Wholesale Nursery, Bridg- 
man, Mich., reports a strong demand 
for small fruit plants with the firm’s 
sale for future delivery being 20 per 
cent more than that of a year ago. 
Mr. Krieger adds, however, that 
this may not indicate a substantial 
increase in demand as many custom- 
ers are buying earlier and in larger 
volume because of shortages which 
showed up in the small fruit trade 
during the past season. 

“Labor conditions have been 
good, and transportation scems to be 
better than it has been for some 
time.”’ continues Mr. Krieger. “After 
three seasons of deficiency in rain- 
fall, this area finally received 11.61 
inches during the 30-day period 
from September 17 to October 17. 
Thus, subsoil moisture is finally up 
to normal. 

“Growing conditions were normal 
after August 1, but the dryness pre- 
vailing during the spring and early 
summer caused considerable losses. 
Prices have advanced somewhat be- 
cause of shortages, but little sales 
resistance has been encountered. We 
are looking forward to another nor- 


mal season.” 
Conditions Particularly Good 


William J. Smart, reporting for 
D. Hill Nursery Co., Dundee, IL, 
states that business conditions for 
the firm have been particularly good 
during the fall. 

“Weather has been perfect, orders 
have been coming in regularly and 
salesmen on the road have been ob- 
taining their share of business for 
fall and spring shipments,” reports 
Mr. Smart. 

“The demand for lining-out stock 
seems to be holding up pretty well, 
and the supply of balled and bur- 
lapped items, particularly taxus, is 
not enough to take care of the de- 
mand. For the present we have re- 
ceived no adverse criticism as to 
prices. It is my opinion that they will 
continue at the level which was es- 
tablished the past July.”

the future for the nursery industry, 
we believe that today’s market is 
healthy,” continues Mr. Usrey.

KILL CHAFER GRUBS NOW 


Late fall is a good time to treat 
turf areas, including lawns, for grubs 
of the European chafer. Frequent 
rains in addition to freezing and 
thawing aid in mixing the insecti- 
cides into the soil, according to Dr. 
F. L. Gambrell, entomologist at the 
New York state agricultural experi- 
ment station, Geneva. Dr. Gambrell 
has been studying the life history, 
habits and control of this new pest of 
grasses and nursery plantings since 
it was first found in New York. 

DDT and Chlordane have proved 
highly effective against chafer grubs, 
states Dr. Gambrell. The insecti- 
cides can be applied in dry form, 
as a diluted dust, mixed with 
topsoil or sand, or with fertilizer. 
Wettable powders and emulsions are 
also available, which can be applied 
with hand or power sprayers or with 
a sprinkling can. 

Mixed with the top three inches 
of the soil, DDT will give protection 
against chafer grubs for three to five 
years, it is said. Chlordane is equally 
effective and has the added advan- 
tage over DDT of controlling other 
species of white grubs, but Chlor- 
dane does not last in the soil quite 
so long as DDT. 

The experiment station has avail- 
able in mimeograph form directions 
for treating turf areas for long time 
protection against the grubs of the 
European chafer and other similar 
soil-inhabiting pests. These will be 
sent upon request to the station.
